HE  WAS  TAKEN  to  Valley 
View  Medical  Center  in  Cedar 
City  when  he  complained  of 
chest  pains  Sunday  about  4 a.m. 
lo  Elder  John  Longden,  assistant 
to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  who 
was  traveling  with  him. 

Hospital  authorities  reported 
that  he  was  “doing  well”  and  had 
vists  from  his  daughter. 

The  elderly  Church  leader  is 
author  of  “A  Marvelous  Work 
and  a Wonder”  and  a favorite 
speaker  with  BYU  audiences. 

HE  WAS  APPOINTED  to  his 
position  in  1952  after  serving  as 
bishop,  stake  president,  mission 
president  and  presiding  bishop, 

Hospital  attendants  said  Elder 
Richards  would  be  hospitalized 
for  about  five  days. 

AT  HIS  LAST  appearance  here 
as  a Devotional  speaker,  he  called 
BYU  part  of  the  “marvelous  work 
and  a wonder”  seen  by  the 
Prophet  Isaiah  and  praised  the

Even  as  the  digging  out  got 
underway  in  8-degree  tempera- 
tures, a damaging  new  quake 
rocked  the  far  Aleutian  Islands. 

, At  least  3 persons  were  known 
i dead  and  25  missing  in  Friday’s 
I killer  quake  and  tidal  waves. 

' The  White  House  at  Johnson 
City,  Tex.,  reported  that  the 
quake  had  caused  fewer  casual- 
ties than  had  at  first  been 
feared,  but  considerably  greater 
property  damage. 

“The  President’s  view  is  that 
everything  necessary  must  be 
done,”  Press  Secretary  George 
E.  Reedy  told  new’smen. 

Reedy,  commenting  on  the 
basic  reports  to  Johnson  by  Di- 
rector Edward  A.  McDermott  of 
the  Office  of  Emergency  Plan- 
ning, said  Alaska’s  major  indus- 
try, fishing,  had  suffered  dev- 
astating damage  to  docks,  pro- 
cessing plants  and  canneries. 

“This  means,  according  to  Mc- 
Dermott, we  will  have  to  antici- 
pate a very  lengthy  time  in  which 
the  wage  earners  of  Alaska  will 
be  without  income  from  normal 
sources,”  Reedy  said. 

Reedy  said  Johnson  had  in- 
structed McDermott  “to  proceed 
as  rapidly  as  possible”  to  pre- 
pare relief  programs  for  the 
stricken  49th  state.

Elections  Chairman  Bill  Thom- 
son blamed  the  Great  Plaid  Skirt 
Controversy  on  a misunderstand- 
ing. 

“I  literally  cannot  remember 
what  I told  the  candidate,”  he 
said.  “That  was  a casual  conver- 
sation of  about  15  minutes  four 
months  ago.” 

PART  OF  THE  problem  was 
caused  because  of  the  “ambigu- 
ity” of  the  rule’s  wording  as  pas- 
sed by  the  Senate.  The  rule  in- 
volved states  in  part: 

“These  amounts  (limits  for 
each  candidate)  include  any  cash 
expenditure  that  is  made  by  the 
candidate  of  a supporter  of  the 
candidate  for  campaign  materials 
and  activities.  (Approv’ed  ingenu- 
ity projects  to  which  no  specific 
price  may  be  applied  shall  not 
be  included  in  these  amounts.)” 

“The  Senate  didn’t  define  what 
“may”  means,”  said  Mr.  Thom- 
son. The  Student  Coordinator’s 
office  interpreted  the  ruling  to 
mean  that  any  contribution 
comes  from  a supporter  and  most 
contributions  must  have  a dollar 
value  placed  on  it  by  the  Elec- 
tions Chairman  and  the  candidate 
himself.

’rotects  Consumers

“The  Role  of  the  Food  and 
rug  Administration  in  protect- 
g the  Consumer”  was  the  topic 
scussed  by  Helen  Keaveny,  con- 
:mer  consultant,  at  the  Home- 
akers  Roundup  Monday. 

The  administration  is  a law 
iforcement  agency,”  Miss  Keav- 
ly  explained. 

Miss  Keaveny  listed  four  main 
rncerns  of  the  administration, 
irst,  they  are  concerned  that 
ods  are  pure,  wholesome  and 
ade  under  sanitary  conditions. 
“Foods  and  drugs  have  to  be 
de  and  effective  for  their  in- 
nded  use,”  said  Miss  Keaveny. 
Third,  cosmetics  must  also  be 
tfe  but  they  are  not  guaranteed 
be  effective,”  Miss  Keaveny 
Jded. 

Honest  labeling  and  packaging 
the  fourth  concern  of  the  FDA. 


Miss  Keaveny  explained  that 
there  are  18  regions  of  the  FDA 
which  have  men  trained  in  sci- 
ence who  serve  as  inspectors. 
They  check  physical  surround- 
ings, equipment  and  manufactur- 
ing processes. 

Through  the  Total  Diet  Study 
made  in  seven  cities  across  the 
nation  the  FDA  found  there  are 
no  radioactive  elements  in  foods. 
They  also  found  that  the  U.S. 
food  supply  is  the  safest,  most 
abundant  and  most  nutritious.
